A Woman Cuts the Throats of Her

The Ghastly Discovery Made by Her Hus- 
band—An Insane Freak,

New York, July 2.—The horrible murder of

PARIS, July 2.—A discussion on the anti- 


Jesuit decrees is looked for in the 
Chamber of Deputies simultaneously with 
the presentation of the report of 


the committee on the plenary amnesty bill io 
the Senate. The Chief Judge of Lille has over- 
ruled the objection of the Prefect to the juris- 
diction of the ordinary tribunals. Ina judg- 
ment delivered Thursday he declared, the le- 
gality of the decrees, though not directly in 
question, being challenged, it is for the 
civil tribunals to decide the point, 
and that the Jesuits, having been expelled 
without any judicial prosec‘uion,and expulsion 
beingan act not coming within ordinary ad- 
ministration functions, the case came within 
bis jurisdiction. The Archishopof Avignon, 
offered hospitality to a number of expelled 
Jesuits, buton receiving an emphatic tele- 
gram from Constans, Minister of the Interior, 
be notified them they should leave the palace 
in the course of the day.

After a littl® preliminary parley at the gate, 
MM. Clement and Dulac were admitted to the 
court-yard, Where they were confronted by a 
group of Catholic Senators, Deputies and sev- 
era) of the nominal owners of the building, 
who united in a fresh protest against the 
course taken By the Government. The Jesuit 
Fathers had ghut themselves in their rooms 
and locked them. The Commissioners at 
once sent fora locksmith and the doors were 
forced. The Fathers were then ejected one 
by one with ali the courtesy possible, by the 
police.) Kaen member of§ the fraternity made 
a new and formal protest against the violation 
of his domicile before leuviug. 

At a quarter to 9 o' clock the last Jesuit had 
vacated the premises. The holy Fathers, who 
ale great favorites of the fair sex, were treat - 
ed as martyrs by their female admirers, many 
of whom knek on the stones to be biessed by 
the proscripte, All wore the ordinary dress 
of secular priests. Three Jesuits (Pere Pitot, 
Superior, Pere Lefebvre and Pere Only) were 
allowed to remain in the building. he re- 
mainder proceeded to the quarters retained 


for them at the various hotels in 
the neighborhood.

at the Hotel des Missions E rangeres, where 
Isaw some of them this afternoon.

It was 
wpossible taj see any. Atl had been thor- 
oughly exhat##ted by the night’s excitement, 
and were sleeping the sleep of the just.

His Account of the Seawanhaka Disaster— 
Scenes and Incidents of the Ter- 
riblef Half Hour. 


~ 


From the New York Sun. | 
When the prow of the Seawanhaka glided 
up through the long marsh grass of Sunken 
N Fade, on Monday afternoon, her paddle- 
wheels were yet moving. Then they stopped. 
Why they stopped has not been explained, 
but the fact that they were in motion until 
bat time would imply that there was no vita 
qpjury to the boiler. Capt. Charles P. Smith 
says that when Engineer Weeks ran up on 
deck to the pilot house where he (the Captain) 
was, immediately efter the first alarm, be 
made no report to him of the condition of af- 
fairs below. According to the best recollec- 
tion of Capt. Smith, the engineer said nothing 
to him whatever. 

„My decision,“ said Capt. Smith, yester- 
day, answering slowly and painfully the few 
questions that were put to him, “that it was 
necessary to beach the Seawanhaka was 
based on my own observation. I knew that 
something bad happened, and before I could 
find out what the matter was, I saw the flames 
bursting up through the boat. Their volume 
was such that I saw ata glance that they could 
not be put out. Idon’t know why the en- 
gineer came up on the upper deck, but I sup- 

ed atthe time that something was the mat- 
ter with the safety valve rope, and that he 
bad come up to ſet off steam. He did not let 
off steam. ithout a word to me that I re- 
member, he went right down again, and I 
suppose he went down to try to get into the 
engine room. 
apt. Smith says he shouted to the passen- 
gers as long as he had any voice left to stay on 
board, but that they followed each other over 
| the sides of the boat like sheep. 
o the best of my belief.“ said he, there 
were on board the Seawanhaka on Monday af- 
ternoon about 250 persons. Perhaps tnere 
might have been 300. My brother, who came 
to see me this morning, said that he had ex- 
amined the boilers in every part and found 
that nothing was the matter withthem. He 
is a pilot on a ferryboat, and also understands 
all about builers and engines. I consider him 
as good as an expert.“ 

k gentleman who was present during the 
conversation of which the substance is given 
above told Capt. Smith that he would find, 
when he was able to leave the hospitai, that 
he had made a great reputation for himself. 

J acted according to my judgment, and I 
think I dia about rigbt,’’ was the reply. 

The tide ebbed and flowed all day yesterday 
over the hull of the Seawanhaka. 

The two boilers with their perpendicular 
connections stood clear of the water.A minute 
inspection externally failed to discover a 
broken tube or aruptured flue. Ail seemed 
intact. The great smoke-stack leaned over 
the quarter railsupported bya siagle bick- 
stay that had fouled the whistle standard. 
High up on the marsh land the forefoot anda 
part of the cutwater stood intact, save the de- 
spoiling of its 2 by the wreckers. From 
this to a point abaft the stack not a vestige of 
woodwork bad been left by the flames. 

No man ever beached a ship in better style 
than that!’’ said a Hell Gate pilot after care- 
fully inspecting the trend of the keel. 

The bull lies about east and west—that is to 
say, she was run quartering on the beach. Had 
she been run ashore head on, it is the pre- 
vailing opinion among the watermen that the 
entire deck would have been untenable even 
for an instant, as the southeasteriy wind pre- 
vailing atthe time would have had a clean 
sweep. As it was, the wind, instead of blow- 
ing from stern to stem, blew across the port 
rail, thus driving the flamestoward the star- 
board bulwarks, or shoreward. This is shown 
by the condition of the wreck itseif. Mueh 
| the port rail is intact, and the wooden 
buckets of the port wheel and the iron work 
are uninjured. The starboard side presents 
an entirely different appearance. Nota ves- 
tige of the woodwork remains. The great 
iron frameworkofthe wheelis gnarled and 
twisted, and even the ponderous shaft itself is 
bent, and in some parts broken. 

A subject of much discussion at the scene 
of the wreck yesterday was the action of the 
Captain of the tug Refuge, that plies between 
Randall’s Island and 119th street, and the pi- 
lot of the passenger boat Sylvan Dell. Ac- 
cording to evidence that seems to be trust- 
worthy, these were the first boats upon the 
scene. The burning boat hadjust made the 
eastern end of Hell Gate when both these 
boats hove in full sight. Men and women 
were throwing themselves into the racing tide 
on both sides of the Seawanhaka while she 
was dashing toward the shore. Notwithstand- 
ing thie, the Sylvan Dell, it is said, kept on 
ber way witb a full head of steam, and the tug 
Refuge remained at her pier onthe southern 
point of Randall’s Island. The owner of the 
rowvoat Emma was near the tug at the time. 
He says he begged her Captain to go to the 
assistance of the persons struggling in the wa- 
ter, but he refused. Superintendent Jones of 
Randall’s Island then ran down tu the pier. 
**Cast off your lines at one!’’ he exclaimed, 
indignantly, and pick up those drowning 
peop e.’? 

“T can’t do it,“ returned the Captain. „I' 
afraid of running on the ledge.” Again nd 
again he was urged to make the attempt, but 
he steadily refused. A man who is familiar 
with the hydrography of Little Hell Gate said 
vesterday that the tug Refuge, which doe; 
not draw more than six feetof water, could 
easily have made the passage. At mid-low 
water there is a lineof breakers on the south- 
ern extremity of the passage, but even at the 
lowest water there is a good channel way be- 
tween the islands. 

It will be remembered that Capt. Smith, of 
the Seawanhaka, sent his assistant wheels 
man out of the pilot-house when the flames 
first reached that point. He said on Monday 
night that be did not see him afterwards, and 
believed him to have been lost. Yesterday 
afternoon this man, whose name is Barnet, 
suddenly appeared at the hospital on Ran- 
dali’s Island and asked to see the Captain, 
whois his uncle. Beside the bedside of the 
Captain he told his story. He said: 

**When ILleit the wheelhouse I ran up for- 
ward. There was a great crowd there, and I 
pushed my way through them and leaned over 
ihe fore deck. Suddenly a sheet of flame shot 
right into us. Itriedto get where I could 

jump to leeward clear of the wheel, but the 
crowd gave a surge forward and I was shoved 
oft . The steamboat ran right over 
It must have done this, because the 
wheels did not touch me. WhenI came up in 
the wake Istruck out for Ward’s Islaad. 
There, weak and sore, I remained until this

Medica! Superintendent Howard, of Ran- 
Gall's Island, caught sight of the flames on 
the Seawanhaka when she wus off Ward's 
Island, half a mile below him. Heknew from 
the progress of the flames that she must be 
beached, and from her course that she would 
be run upon Sunken Meadows. Hesaw per- 
sons jumping from her sides. He hastened 
from the piazza where he was standing, shout- 
ing an order to an assistant to have every boat 
on the island manned and sent to the steamer: 
siso, that. abundant supplies of brandy 
and other stimulants should be placed on 
board. He then ran to the shore of the island 
nearest the Sunken Meadows. A narrow 
Strip of water lay before him. No boats of the 
Island were in this viciniiy, and he feared he 
should bave to wait until one of the depart- 
ment ekiffs could be brought around from the 
lending. He was closely followed by Capt. Carr, 
the stewardofthe Randali’s Island institu- 
tions. A fisherman was passing in a boat, 
Dr. Howard bade him come ashore and take 
him overto the Island. The boatman told 
bim to goto——. A second boat came along 
near the shore. Dr. Howard asked him to

Dr. Howard ran into the water without stop- 
ing and dragged a lady ashore. The second 
body rescued from the water was drawn out 
by Capt. Carr. This was Mrs. W. R. Grace. It 
was high water, and the stem of the boat came 
only about four feet inside of the edge of 
the grass, the roots of which were under 
water. Capt. Carr saw Richard O’Gor- 
man, Jr., rescue a daughter of Mrs. Grace 
who afterward spoke in the highest terms of 
raise of Mr. O’Gorman’s courage and skill. 
re. Grace tore the flounces from her dress, 
gave her jewelry to her husband, and threw 
away a heavy bunch of keys. Then she 
jumped overboard. Her husband undertook 
to save his two daughters, one of whom is 
about twenty years old, and the other about 
sixteen. Capt. Carrsaw Capt. Smith jump 
through a window of the pilot-bouse and im- 
mediately afterward jump overboard into the 
water. Dr. Howard called the attention of a 
deck-hand who had come ashore to Capt. 
Smith, and the dcck-hand rushed in and 
helped bim ashore. 

„ don’t think Capt. Carr said that ‘the 
wheels moved after the boat struck.’ I know 
they were going until she struck. I remem- 
ber I saw a lady holding on to the wheel, aud 
ltold her to let go. I thought the wheel 
might move sgain and hurt her. She let go 
and came toward me as I was advancing to- 
ward her, and I brought her ashore. I don’t 
know her name, but at night I accompanied 

ber to her home in Twentieth street, between 
First and Second avenues. I also took Mr. 
and Mrs. Grace and one of their daughters to 
their home, 1(8 East Seventeenth street.”’ 

All of the injured who have been conversed 
veiih speak in high praise of Dr. Howard and 
his six assistants, both those who were detail- 
ed to the scene of the accident and those or- 
dered to await the arrival of theinjured at 
the hospital wards. The assistants are Drs. 
Wyman, Moore, Bradley, Hopkins, Montes 
and Oatman. President Maxwell, of the 
Board of Medical Examiners, visited the 
island soon after the accident, and he, Dr. 
Howard, and Dr. Habersbaw, the curator of 
the institutions on Randall's Island, remained 
up allnight. 


A Stone Eye. 
From the Cincinnati Enqulrer. 

A singular case of ossification of the human 
eye bas been developed by a recent surgical 
operation in this city. Mr. W. H. New, re- 
siding at 482 Freeman street, was the subject 
of this operation. Some twenty-seven years 
ago a portion of an exploding gun-cap entered 
one of his eyes, causing a partial lossof sight 
atthetime. Laterthe eye entirely lost its 
functions. Recently it became very painful, 
and, the other eye being sympathetically af- 
fected, it was decided to remove the one 
originally affected, with a view of relieving 
the other. ‘Lhe operation performed, a dissec- 
tion of the extracted globe revealed a com- 
plete ossification of the choroid coat. This is 
a tare case of the kind, there being but one or 
two similar ones recorded in the surgical an- 
nals of this country.

CARBONDALE, PENN., June 25.—Miners, 
especially those who have come from foreiga 
countries and represent a past generation of 
tneir class, are given to many superstitious 
fears. The younger miners—those torn in 
this country and who have grownup under 
the influence of its enlightening institutions— 
do not, as a general thing, share in this super- 
stitious belief, although some of them place 
as much importance on “siZns’’ and omens“ 
of good and evil as do their more ignorant an- 
cestors. Among the superstitions cherished 
by miners is that of whistiingina mine. To 
whistle in a mine is considered an evil omen. 
Miners never whistle while at werk. 
Sometimes they sing while ___ toiling 
in the dark, damp, narrow chambers of the 
mines, bundreds of feet below the surface, 
but never loudly, und only plaintive folk- 
songs and ballads tbat have been crooned over 
the cradles of generations oftheir class. Itis 
a singular fact that, despite the peril that 
constantly berets him in the mine, the coal 
miner is always cheerful amid it all. Let 
ore who may Visita mine but whistle while 
among the workmen, and the cheerfulness he 
bas noticed as characterizing them will be 
gone at once. Most old miners believe that a 
„ gOoOd luck spirit’? lurksin every mine, and 
that at a sound of whistling it flies and leaves 
the miners at the mercy of the spirits of evil. 
If in befalls any of the workmen that day, the 
believers in the superstition ascribe its cause 
entirely tothe frightening away of the good 
luck spirit by the fatal whistle. 

In 1840 there was a great mine disaster at 
this place. Several miners were buried in 


‘one of the Deleware and Hudson Canal Com- 


pany’s mines * sudden caving in of the 
roof. Although the cause of the caving was 
known to have been a lack ot proper su Beer’ 
by pillars and timbers, at least one old miner, 
a survivor of the disaster still living here, has 
always maintained, and still maintains, tnat 
it wus caused by a ‘‘dare-devil”? named Jack 
Richards whistling inthe mine while working 
with his gang, against the protest of his com- 
rades. Richards was a skeptical young 
Welshman, who ridiculed all the superstitions 
of his fellow workmen. With the old miner 
mentioned above and about fifteen others, he 
was working in the mine, a mile from the ea- 
trance, on the day of the catastrophe... The 
mine was well known to be scantily propped 
and the miners ware ‘‘robbing’’it pre- 

ratory to its abandonment. He 
1 as having been a merry fellow, 
fond of teasing bis companions. On this oc- 
casion he suddenly laid down his pick, and 
announced to his fellow-workmen in the 
chamber that be intended to “*whistle them 
up the ‘Rigs o’ Barley.’’”’ The miners were 
aghast at the thought of Richards thus delib- 
erately flyinginthe face of mine luck, and 
they begged of him not to chase the good luck 
spiritawsy. He laughed at their fears, and 
with clear, loud notes, made the chamber ring 
with the lively Scotch air. Not content with 
that, says the old miner, shuddering at this 
late day over the temerity of the merry 
Welshman, he rattled offajig known by the 
miners as The Devil Among the Tailors,’ 
and ended by telling the good luck spirit to 
“take a dance to that, and de 
blowed to it.’’ None of the miners 
could speak for some time. Some of 
them tried to go to work again, but the fear of 
disaster was so strong upon them that they all 
made preparations to quitthe mine. The old 
miner who recalis this incident says he had a 
brother and a son working in another part of 
the mine, and he made up his mind to go to 
them, tell them of Jack Richards’ foolhardi- 
ness, warn them of its consequences and escape 
with them from the mine. Jack Richards could 
not convince any of them of the childishness 
of their intended eourse. Suddenly, while 
they were gathering up their tools, a noise like 
the sound of distant thunder came to the ears 
of the agitated miners. They knewtoo well 
what the sound presaged. The roof was 
‘“‘workirg,’’? and a cave-in threatened. The 
miners turned to Jack and charged him with 
bringing disaster upon them by his defiance of 
the good luck spirit of the mine. Jack replied 
that if the roof was falling it was because of 
insufficient support, and not because of his 
whistling, and, knowing the danger that en- 
comvassed them all, he counseled his com- 
rades to lose no time in getting atop. But 
before they could take thé first step toward 
reaching the surface a second shock ran 
through the mine. This time it was like a 
clap of thunder near the earth. It was fol- 
lowed by a crash that could be made only by 
the falling masses of rock and coal from the 
roof, and by a gust of wind that hurled the 
miners sgainstthe jagged walls of their cham- 
ber. Then the mine fell in all about them, 
and the seventeen miners and the car horse 
were imprisoned behind a wall of fallen coal 
and rock, ina 1 not more than forty feet 
square. Their lights were extinguished, and 
there was not a match in the party. 
With death awaiting them in one of its 
worst forms, they cursed Jack Richards, and 
one of the miners tried to find him in the dark 
to brain him with a pick. To ascertain 
whether any of the gang had been killed by 
the falling coal,the name of each one was 
called by one of the miners. All responded 
but Jack Richards. He was found dead, half 
buriea beneath the wall of ruck and coal. The 
miners gave themselves up to despair, as they 
did not dream it was possible for aid to reach 
them from without, and to dig their way 
through a mile of rocky debris was a task they 
knew was hopeless. mong the imprisoned 
miners was a young man named Boyden. He 
was ason of Alexander Boyden, the superin- 
tendent of the mine, and, like his 
father, was a man ot great nerve and 
courage. He encouraged bis imperiled 
companions with the assurance that 
the air in the mine would not be poisoned by 
the gases for at least two days, and as long as 
the horse’s body lasted they need not starve. 
He said that his father would leave nothing 
undone to rescue all who were shut up in the 
mine, and that meantime they themselves 
could aid bis efforts by digging outto meet 
bim. Only three picks could be found, the 
others being buried beneath the coal. With 
these the men went to4vork with a will. Those 
who had no picks worked with their handsin 
digging into the barrier between themselves 
and their freedom. The body of poor Jack 
Richards was uncovered and laid tenderly ina 
safe place in the chamber. The horse seemed 
to understand the terror of the situation, and 
gave voice to frequent piteous neighs. 

The men worked for hours, many of them 
working the flesh from their fingers in the 
sharp coal. Some ofthem lost ali heart, and 
threw themselves upon the damp floor of 
their underground prison and bewailed their 
fate. Suddenly a ray of light broke through 
a small opening in the wall. Then a lantern 
was pusbed through, followed by a man’s 
head. The man cried out, Is there a man 
here that is alive?“ A glad shout from the 
miners was the reply. The man pulled him- 
self through the opening into the chamber. It 
was Alexander Boyden, the superintendent. 
The miners took him upin their arms, wept 
tears of joy, and kissed the man who they 
believed had come to deliverthem. Mr. Boy- 
den had found his way to the spot where 
the miners were imprisoned by crawling along 
a narrow passage that had been left in the 
fallen coal and rock by the lodging of roof 
timbers all along the way. It required a 
struggle for hours to make the perilous jour- 
ney. He did not expect to find one man alive 
in the chamber, his great desire being to res- 
cue the body of his son, if possible, and save 
it from being devoured by rats. He soon had 
the miners in readiness to follow him back 
toward the mouth of the mine. He took the 
dead body of Jack Richards on his back and 
led the way, and two hours afterward the 
miners were in the arms of wives, 
parents and sweethearts on top. Rich- 
ards had no relatives but a crippled 
sister, who was dying with consump- 
tion. She died the next dav. The brother 
and son of the narrator of this tragic incident 
and tweive other miners were never found. 
These days after the fall, Mine Boss Hosie, 
who hed been ina distant part of the mine 
when the roofcaved in, emerged from its 
depths, worn toa skeleton. With his he

HORSEFLESH AS FOOD. 


The Extent to Which Hippophagy is 
Practiced in Paris. 
fFrom the New York Times. | 


The subject of using horseflesh as an article 
of food has not received much attention of 
late, eitber at home or abroad. But it is 
about to be revived here, it is said, by a 
number of men who are persuaded that its 
adoption would benefit the poor, because it 
could be furnished at a lower rate than beef. 
They think, too, that it is, if cooked, 
very palatable, and would be enjoyed b many 
oe were they not prejfudi against it. 

aris is the sole city where hippophagy has 
been and stillis practiced, and where many 
Americans have, from pure curiosity, caten 
horse in various forms. In 1855 and 1856 the 
topic was widely and earnestly discussed 
there, with a view to introducing horseflesh 
into the municipal markets. Geoffroy St. 
Hilaire, the eminent naturalist, gave the mat- 
ter due consideration, and declared in a pub- 
lic lecture that such food is wholesome. A 
hippop} agic society was formei by some of 
the most enthusiastic Frenchmen, and they 
met periodically at dinner over divers elabor- 
ate dishes whose foundation was horse. Some 
fourteen years ago horse was regularly and 
authoritatively introduced into market; 
special abattoirs were appointed for the 
slaughter of animals, and certain rules made 
respecting the sale of the meat. The beasts 
were killed in the presence of a veterinary in- 
epector, whose duty is to stamp every joint of 
meat that he bas appreved. Horses that were 
old or worn out with work were 
not rejected, only those that were 
uphealthful. The same regulations still 
hold. Many of the minor restaurateurs have 
horse on their menus, and itis in fair de- 
mand. They are obliged toavow the fact, 
conceulment or deceit rendering them liable 
to fine. ‘They use horse mainly for soup, 
bouillon aud sausages, but it is sometimes put 
into the most delicate dishes; iaso seasoned 
with condiments and so disguised by culinary 
art as to be relished by great gourmets. Some 
of the artistic forms of hippophagy in Paris 
are terripes de foie maigre, chevalines, aloyan 
de cheval farci,culotte de cheval braisee,petits 
petes a la moelle Bucepbale, poulets garnis a 

hippogriffe, gelee de pied de cheval au Mar- 
asquin,zephirs eautees a Phuile chevalresque, 
gateau veterinaire. Anybody who wants to 
test hippophagy at its best must goto Paris. 
It is not likely that borse will ever be eaten 
here to any extent, since beef,to which it is 
certainly inferior, can always be had in this 
country, even by the poorest class. 


A COURT AMONG CONVICTS. 


How the Prisoners in a Georgia Jail 
Preserve Order. 
[From the Greensboro (Ga.) Herald. ] { 

There is quite a novel institution in tbe 
sbape of a judiciary system established in this 
county. ‘The convicts under charge of Judge 
W. H. McWhorter have enacted penal laws 
and organized penal courts oftheir own. They 
bave among them what is called a county 
court, whose jurisdiction extends from ten to 
cne hundred lashes, and a superior court 
with a jurisdiction from ten to one hundred 
and fifty lashes. They elect from their body 
judges cf these courts, a sberiff and a prose- 
cuting cflicer. They have enacted laws pun- 
ishing men for improper conduct in the stock- 
ade, for stealing, or doing anything whatever 
against the orders of the boss.“ If one is 
charged with any offense he is allowed a fair 
trial before the court; andifheis convicted 
the sheriff proceeds to exeoute the sentence 
witb great vigor and relish. They punish for 
all offenses—even fora failure to work pro- 
perly and faithfully. Tosuch perfection has 
the system been carried that Judge McWhor- 
ter very seldom has any occasion to punish 
delinquen's, for the ‘‘conyict courts’’ take 
them in charge and have the lash used upon 
them with suflicent severity, promptness aud 
impartiality. Jobn Arnold, colored, who was 
sent to the chain-gang for the cruel beating of 
a child, is the sheriff. It is said John is proud of 
his office, and that it is with zreat satisfaction 
that he receives asubject towork upon. Daniel 
Winfield, colored, was judge ofthe county 
court,“ but we learn they turned him out of 
oftice for malpractice, which consisted in set- 
tlipg acriminal case. Some of the State's just- 
ices might take good lessons on this point 
from the Greene county convicts.

HANGED AND SHOT. 


Union County, Ky., Vigilantes at Work 
—Summary Disposition of the Mur- 
derer of Chris. Smith. 

[From the Evansville Courier. | 


Readers of the Courier will remember the 
report this paper had ofthe murderin Union 
County, Ky., one day last week, of Chris. 
Smith by one of his negro employes. Our 
Henderson reporter gives a reportof the work 
of the regulators: 

The news of the hanging of the negro mur- 
derer of Chris. Smith, in Union county, reach- 
ed us yesterday evening, and, as told by one 
who was present in Morgantield at the time, 
presents a picture not at all new to the inhab- 
itants of that elegant little village. It will be 
remembered that week before last the Courier 
published the story of the killing and the 
escape of the murderer. W the 
negro was captured in Paducah 
and forthwith returned and incarcerated in 
the Union county jail at Morganfield. Grave 
apprehensions were entertained that the vigi- 
lants would immediately treat him toa swing- 
ing match with a rope ornament. The scenes 
of Sunday night verify the tear, and the mor- 
tal part of a villainous scoundrel possibly 
dangles at this moment between heaven and 
earth, dancing to the music of the winds and 
furnishing a first-class scarecrow for ghost 
dodgers. On Sunday night, so the story goes, 
from 75 to 150 mounted men in disguise ap- 

eared about 10° o’clock in front of the 

lor ganfield jail, called the jailer and 

demanded the body of the murderer. The 
demand was refused. The jailer was notified 
that the demand must be obeyed, that there 
was no desire on the part of any one to injure 
him orthe public property, but justice de- 
manded the murderer, and him they intended 
to bave if every brick had to tumble. They 
had come prepared, and, the jailer still refus- 
ing, work was commenced upon the doors of 
the jail. Finding further resistance utterly 
foolish, the jailer surrendered the keys, and 
before Io clock the murderer of Chris. Smith 
was banging from the limb of a walnut tree 
in the wood pasture of Hon. J. A. Spalding, 
about one mile fromtown. From the same 
limb bave swung seven men before. It seems 
a the favorite spot for amusement of this 

nd. 

It is said further that after — awhile 
the negro’s hands became untied, and he im- 
mediately cllimbed hand over hand, until he 
reaehed the limb; there he sat perfectly un- 
concerned and defiant, until one of the mob 
climbed the tree and knocked him from his 
perch. When his body was found Monday 
morning, it was discovered that four bullets 
bad been shot into bim, and of this he died, 
and not from the hanging. It is believed he 
would have lived through the night but for 
the shooting. By some unaccountable means 
the rope was fastened in such a way as to pre- 
vent rapid death. He would gradually have 
died from strangling. 

Atthe examination of this negro he was 
asked his preference—the penitentiary for 
life or Danging. He replied he did not care a 
d—n which. When taken out to be hanged he 
was told he had ten minutes for prayer and 
„ to meet his God. With the same 

are-devil coolness he replied he didn’t want 

the haif of it. He laughed and was not only 
offensively wicked, bat insulting. He was 
about thirty years of age, and altogether pos- 
sessed of the most defiant, wicked, don’t- 
care conduct of any one who has ever traveled 
the same road. 
. The murder he committed was extremely 
heinous and his behavior before his accusers 
strictly in keeping withthe devil's own, 
whose servant he has been for years.

A LIVE SEA OOW. 


A Curious Monster That Flounders in 
a Tank in Philadelphia. 
{From the Philadelphia Times. | 


An advertisement in the Times to the effag 
that the greatest curiosity on earth—a living 
sea cow—was on exhibition in a North Second 
street saloon, attracted a large crowd of yisj- 
tors yesterday. Some pronounced it a genu. 
ive sea cow, but one skeptical visitor said it 
was notbing but a canvas bag inflated with 
air. Theanimal puffed and snorted right 
under his eyes and blew astream of water al- 
most into his face, and yet he asserted most 
“I’ve been 
taken in before.“ he said, and you can’t 
fool me again. I tell vou this thing’s nothing 
but a bag of air. Don’t you see how it floats” 

The owner of the animal, a typical South. 
erner, stood before a deep tank about twelve 
feet — in which the sea cow floated lazily, 
its brosd. rough back just visible above the 
surface of the water. At times when a curious 
visitor desired to get a better view, the owner 
thrust bis bands into the. water and lifted the 
animal above the surface. A long, Broad 
body, about the size and shape of an ordinary 
row-boat turned bottom upwards, was dis- 
closed. Its skin is very much like the ele- 
* and covered with short, stiff hairs, 

he bead resembles a cow’s in size and shape. 
The snout, however, is sharper than a 
cow’s and the eyes are smaller and deeper set. 
The mouth also is smaller and less prominent 
and is furnished with thirty-two molar teeth, 
several of which bave been broken off short. 
Back of the head are two small flippers,which 
it uses as paddles in swimming. They are 
provided with stout nails. The posterior ex- 
lremity is flattened and expanded horizontal- 
ly hkethatof the whale, and constitutes a 
very Jarge proportion of the whole body. The 
sea cow is nine feet long and weighs fifteen 
hundred pounds. The broadest part of its 
back is three feet in width and the stoutest 
part of the body measures about seven feet in 
circumference. : 

The sea-cow, or manatee (manatus latoros- 
tris), is found in Florida, Mexico and the 
West Indies. Its favorite food is the herbage 
and coarse grass found in the shallow waters 
at the mouths ofrivers. With the aid of its 
flippers, which are provided with stout nails, 
the manatee Is able to climb on shore and 
browse on the rushes and other plants 
growing nearthe water. The manatee now 
on exhibition was caught about two months 
ago in the Indian River, near St. Lucie, Flor- 
ida. it wasexhibited in Baltimore and other 
cities, and will be taken to Atlantic City next 
week. It is claimed to be the first manatee 
ever exbibited inthis country. It is harmless 
and gentle, and may be fed from the hand.

THE RECORD OF A STATESMAN. 
No King in Europe has greater power 
than General Hancock had when under the 
reconstruction laws he became Military 
Governor of Texas and Louisiana. Even 
Kings are now limited by Cabinets, Coun- 
cils or Parliaments. But General Han- 
cock became absolute ruler of two States, 
and the very law under which he held the 
place, the very men who passed it, meant 
that the power of a military ruler should 
be wielded absolutely and arbitrarily. 
Unprejudiced Republicans who sincere— 
ly object to military spirit and military 
candidates should look at General Han- 
cock’s record before they conclude that he 
is „only a soldier.“ It is a most extraor- 
dinary fact that there is no civil statesman 
in the land who ever expressed as earnestly 
and forcibly the true idea of the subservi- 
ency of the military to the civil law as 
did this soldier at the very time when he 
possessed the most absolute one-man 


power. 
Read these words—it is his famous Gen- 


eral Order No. 40: 

II. The General commanding is gratified 
to learn that peace and quiet reign in this De- 
partment. It will be his purpose to preserve 
this condition of things. As a means to this 
great end he regards the maintenance of the 
civil authorities in the faithful execution of 
the laws as the most efficient under existing 
circumstances. 

In war it is indispensable to repel force by 
force, and overthrow and destroy opposition 
to lawful authority. But when insurrection- 
ary force has becn overthrown and peace es- 
tablighed, and the civil authorities are ready 
and willing to perform their duty, the mili- 
tary power should cease to lead, and the civil 
administration resume its natural and right- 
Solemnly impressed with these 
views, the General announces chat the great 
principles of American liberty are still the 
lawful inheritance of this people, and ever 
should be. The right of trial by jury, the Ra- 
beas corpus, the liberty of the press, the free- 
dom of speech, the natural rights of persons, 
and the rights of property must be preservad. 

Free institutions, while they are essential to 
the prosperity and happiness of the people, 
always furnish the strongest inducements to 
peace and order. Crimes and offenses com- 
mitted in this distrjct must be referred to the 
consideration and judgment of the regular 
civil tribunals, and those tribunals will be 
supported in their lawful jurisdiction. 

Should there be violations of existing 
laws which are not inquired into by the civil 
magistrates,or should failures in the adminis- 
tration of justice by the courts be complained 
of, the cases will be reperted to these head- 
quarters, when such orders will be made as 
may be deemed necessary. 

While the General thus indicates his pur- 
pose to respect the liberties of the people, ha 
wishes all to understand that armed insurrec- 
tion or forcible resistance to the law will be 
instantly suppressed by arms.

It was this order No. 40 which led to an 


open attack ina letter of Gov. Pease, gof 
Texas, which brought out this truly admir- 


able rejoinder: : 

My dear sir, I am not a lawyer, nor has it 
been my business, as it may bave been yours, 
to study the philosophy of statecraft and pol- 
ities. ButI may lay claim, after an experi- 
ence of more than half a lifetime, to some 
poor knowledge of men and some apprecia- 
tion of what is necessary to social order and 
happiness. And forthe future of our com- 
mon country, I could devoutly wish that no 
great number of our peopie have vet fallen in 
with the views you appear to entertain. Woe 
be to us whenever it shall come to pass that 
the power of the magistrate—civil or military 
—is permitted to deal with the mere opinions 
or feelings of the people. 

I have been accustomed to believe that sen- 
timents of respect or disrespect, and feel- 
ings of affection, love er hatred,so long as 
not developed into acts in violation of law, 
were matters wholly beyond the punitory 
power of human tribunals. 

I will maintain that the entire freedom of 


rations of man and the happiest condition of 
his race. * 
After the abolition of slavery, an event 


which I hope no one now regrets, the laws of 


Louisiana and Texas existing. prior to the re- 
bellion, and not in ‘conflict with the acts of 
Congress, comprised a vast system of juris- 
prudence, both civil and criminal. It re- 
quired not volumes only, but libraries, to con- 
tain them. They laid down principles and 
precedents for ascertaining the rights and ad- 
justiog the controvarsies of men in every con- 
ceivable case. They were the creations of 
great and good and learned men, who had la- 
bored, in their day, for their kind, and gone 
down to the grave long before our recent 
troubles, leaving their works an inestimable 
legacy to the humanrace. These laws, as I 
am informed, connected the civilization of 
past and present ages, and testified of the 
justice, wisdom, humanity and patriotism of 
more than one nation, through whose records 
they descended to the present people of these 
States. 

What was Order No. 40, and how could 
it have the effect you attribute to it? It sets 
forth that “the great principles of American 
liberty are still the inheritance of this people 
and ever should be, that the rights of trial 
by jury. the habeas corpus, the 
liberty of the press, the free- 
dom of speech and the natural 
rights of persons and property must be pre- 
served.“ Will you question the truth of these 
declarations? Which one of these great prin- 
ciples of liberty are you ready to deny and re- 
pudiate? Whoever does so avows himself the 
enemy of human liberty and the advocate of 
despotism. Was there any intimation in Gen- 
eral Orders No. 40 that any crimes or breaches 
of law would be countenanced? You know 
that there was not. On the contrary, you 
know perfectly well that while “the considera- 
tion of crime and offenses committed in the 
Fifth Military District was referred to the 
judgment of the regular civil tribumnals,’’ a 
pledge was given in Order No. 40, which all 
understood, that tribunals would be support- 
ed in their lawful jurisdiction, and that for- 
cible resistance to the law would be instantly 
suppreseed by arms.’’ You will not affirm 
that this pledge has ever been forfeited. 
There has not been a moment since I have 
been in command of the Fifth District, when 
the whole military force in my hands has not 
been ready tosupport the civil authorities 
of Texas in the execution of the laws. And I 
am unwilling to believe they would refuse to 
call for aid if thev needed it. 

I have found little else in your letter but 
indications of temper, lashed into excitement 
by causes which I deem mostly imaginary, a 
great confidence in the accuracy of your own 
opinions and an intolerance of the opinions of 
others, a desire to punish the thoughts and 
feelings of those who differ from you and an 
impatience which magnifies the shortcomings 
of ofticials who are, perhaps, as honest and 
conscientious in the discharge of their duties 
as yourself, and a most unsound conclusion 
that while any persons are to be found want- 
ing in affection or respect for government, or 
yielding it obedience from motives which you 
do not approve, war, and not peace, is the 
status, and allsuch persons are the proper 
subjects for military penal jurisdiction. 

It I have written anything to disabuse 
your mind ef so grave an error, I shall be 
gratified.

On the 18th of December, 1867, General 
Hancock issued an order „to secure the 
purity of elections and to prevent military 
interference at the polls.“ It contains the 
following: 

IX. Military interference with elections, 
„unless it shall be necessary to keep the peace 
at the polls,’’ is prohibited by law, and no 
soldiers will be allowed to appear at any poll- 
ing place, unless as citizens of the State trey 
are registered as voters? and then only 
for the purpose of voting; but the command- 
ers of posts will be prepared to act promptly 
if the civil authorities fail to preserve the 
peace. 

X. The sheriff and other peace officers of 
each county are required to be present during 
the whole time the polls are kept open, and 
until the election is completed, and will be 
made responsible that there shall be no inter- 
ference with judges of election, or other in- 
terruption of good order. 

As an additional measure to secure the pu- 
rity of the election, each registrar or clerk is 
hereby clothed, during the election, with au- 
thority to call upon the civil officers of the 
county to make arrests, and in case of failure 
of the aforesaid civil officers, are empowered 
to perform their duties, during the election. 
They will make full report of such failures on 
the part of civil officers to the Commanding 
General, Fifth Military District, through the 
headquarters, District of Texas, for orders in 
each case. * * * * .

Young Hancock got his firs 
school lesson from Mr. Roberts. remaining in 
the academy for over six years. Wintieid’s

THE NORRISTOWN ACADEMY. 

Old people in Norristown remember a rather 
dingy-looking, two-story brick dwelling, with 
a belfry over the center. It stood at what was 
then the extreme upper end of De Kalb street, 
and faced directiy down that thoroughfare 
toward Egypt (now Main) street, about one 
and a half squares distant. That was the 
Norristown Academy. The town, which now 
has nearly 16,000 inhabitants, bad only 800 
when Mr. Roberts left the home of his 
Puritan ancestors in Connecticut and assumed 
the position ef principal in the Norristown 
Academy, in 1825. All to therear of the 
Academy at that time was farm land or 
woods; now the prettiest part of the town is 
up in that section. The trustees of the acad- 
emy during Mr. Roberts’ time of thirteen 
years there comprised such men as B. F. Han- 
cock (father of the Democratic nominee), 
Rev. J. C. Clay, Samuel Sherwood Hamill, 
Holstein, Dr. J. Huddleson, RobertMatthias, 
Levi Pauling, Richard B. Jones, Andrew 
Knox, John Markly, George W. Thomas, 
Benjamin Evans, David Sower, Jonathas 
Roberts, George W. Holstein, William Powell 
and Isaac Miller. 

Like nanny all old persons, Mr. Roberts’ 
memory is clearer with regard to scenes and 
occurrences in the distant past than to those 
of more recent date. 

could not have forgotten Winfield,’’ he 
said. If Icould have broken my rule to 
avoid favoritism and partiality Wéintield 
would have been my pet among the boys 
And yet I can’t say that I remember anything 
very peculiar about bim, except that he was : 
noble boy, at once proud-spirited and ami- 
able, never selfish and always thoughtful of 
the rights and feelings of others.

PLAYING SOLDIER. 

‘*He had a decided military turn of mind, 
One of the most common sights around the 
Academy was that of a well-drilled band of 
lads playing soldier under ‘Win’ Hancock. 
No ambitious boy ever disputed Winfield’s 
right to the chief wooden sword,and yet Win- 
field did not seem to work very hard to get it. 
The sword came to him naturally. 

**T shall never forget,” said the old man, s 
his eyes appeared to moisten, the time there 
was a selection made among my boys of fotr 
to act as the pall-bearers at my little daugl- 
ter’s funeral. The fair-haired Winfield wis 
one of them, the others being his twin brother 
Hillary, Uriah Thomas and Oliver Cloud. 

“There were from eighty to one hundred 
pupils in my school when Winfield was ther, 
and I think he was the handsomest of all. The 
tall, stout, fair-baired boy of winning fav 
would have attracted attention anywhere. | 
never knew of him to say or do anything 
merit rebuke from me. He was manly, 
straightforward and honest, evidently abho“ 
ing trickery and low cunning in every shap'. 
I never found a knife mark in his section t 
the long, old-fashioned, white pine desk, mr 
was I ever obliged to speak to him about tie 
condition of his desk or its vicinity. 

RECENT MEETINGS WITH HANCOCK. 

With a show of much pleasure Mr. Roberts 
spoke of recent meetings between himself 
and Gen. Hancock.

Death-Bed Confession of a Widow, Who 
4 Charges a Clairvoyant With Having 
Brontht ona Premature Birth, 


Full History of a Horrible Case Exposure of 
the Secrets of a Lying-In Asylum. 


{From Yesterday’s Cincinnati Enquirer.| ! 
Yesterday Coroner Carrick had Mada 
Jane Wilson, clairyoyant and doctress, of No. 
242 Lone worth street, arrested upon a war- 
rant charging her with causing death by 
abortion.’’ The warrant was served by De- 
tectives Amthauer, Kushman and Williams. 
The ofticers proceeded to Madame Wilson’s 
house, and one of them asked to see the Mad - 
ame. When she appeared he read the war- 

rant to ber as follows: 

State of Ohio, Hamilton county, city of Cin- 
einnati, ss.: The Police Court of the City 
ot Cincinnati. 

Before me, Samuel Smiley, Clerk of the Po- 
lice Court of Cincinnati, personally appeared 
A. L. Carrick, who, being duly sworn accord- 
ing to law, says: That on or about the 25th 
day of June, A. D. 1880, at the city aforesaid, 
one Mudame Wilson unlawfully, willfully and 
maliciously did use a certain instrument, the 
name of whi instrument is to the affiant 
unknown, in and upon the body and womb of 
one Josephine Williamson, she, the said Jose- 
phine Williamson,being then and there a preg- 
pant woman, with intent then and there and 
thereby to procure the miscarriage of the said 
Josephine Williamson, said miscarriage not 
being necesssry to preserve the life of the 
said Josephine Williamson, and then and there 
not having been advised by two physicians 
be necessary for said purpose, and by me 
and in consequence of the said use of the said 
instrument by the said Madame Wilson with 
the intent aforesaid the said Josephine Will- 
ja msom then and there became greatly wound- 
ed and diseased of her body, of which said 
wound and disease the said Josephine Will- 
jamson afterward, to-wit: on the 29th day of 
June, in the year aforesaid, at the county 
afoi esaid, died in consequence of the afore- 
said use of said instrument bythe said Madame 
Wilson, as deponent verily believes. And 
furiher dcponent saith not, ete. 

A. L. CARRICK. 
THE ARREST. 

Madam Wilson was considerably agitated at 
the arrest, but ehe had little to say. Sue told 
the oflicers that she was not guilty of the 
cbayge. They repiied that they had nothing 
to do with that; they merely had to serve their 
werrant. 

The bouse was tben searched, and some in- 
siruments found such as might be ia any doc- 
to; ’s cflice. Vhere were also found a number 
of letters and a diary. These were taken pos- 
session of by Coroner Carrick. 

Madame Wilson was taken tothe Central 
Station aid registered as Jane Wilson, aged 
thirty-seven vears, American, domestis, siagle. 

Jhe charge cf 
CAUSING DEATH LY ABORTION 
was placed against ber and she was taken to 
the fly cell. The arrest was made between 
eleven and twelve o’clock. 

The circumstances of the case are about a3 
follows: Mrs. Josephine Williamson was a 
wis ow residing at Clinton and Lino streets 
with her sister and brother-in-law and broth- 
er. On Friday evening Mrs. Williamson 
stated that she was not feeling well, and 
asked that she be allowed to occupy a room by 
herself that night, as she did not desire to 
disturb the rest of the familv. Tne next 
morning—Saturday—Mrs. Williamson was 
see bringing down stairs a vessel containing 
a large quantity of blood. That afternoon 
Mrs. Williamson wrote the following note and 
gave it to ber sister, requesting her to deliver 
it to Madame Wilson, of Longworth street, in 
person: 

„Mus. WILSON: I am sick. Come and see me 
about that sewing to-night, if possible; if not, 
the first thing in the morning. I came soon. 

’ ‘*Mrs. JOSIE WILLIAMSON. 

„Come tothe corner of Clintonand Lina 
streets. Wine room. Talk aboutthe sew- 
ing. 

The above note was delivered by Mrs. Wil- 
liamson’s sister, a very nice voung married 
woman. Ina couple of hours § afterward 
Madame Wilson called upon, Mrs. Williamson. 
She was in the room with the sick woman for 
sonie time without any one else being pres- 


‘nt. 

Mrs. Williamson’s relatives proposed to 
send for a doctor, but to this she objected, 
saying that she would be well in a day or so. 
Dr. M. T. Carey was summoned, however, 
and responded. When he wentintothe house 
and found a woman surrounded by several 
children, and everything having an air of re- 
spectability, he did nut suspect anything out 
ofthe way. ile prescribed for the patient 
and left. On Monday he called again, and 
Mrs. Williamson told him that the medicine 
he had given her had greatly relieved her, and 
she would be all right in a day or two. He 
told her that if she needed him to send for 
him, and that he would call again on Tuesday. 
She did not send forhim, and when he re- 
* on Tuesday he found Mrs. Williamson 

n 
DYING CONDITION. 

The doctor then told her that it was his 
ainful duty to inform her that she was dy- 
ng, and that she would not live throughout 

the day. He added that she had better con- 
fess, as he knew there was something wrong. 
Thereupon Mrs. Williamson told him that she 
had gone to Madame Wilson’s house on Fri- 
day, and that the Madame had used an in- 
strument upon ber to produce an abortion, 
she being four months pregnant. On Fridav 
nightthe result of the manipulation by Ma- 
dame Wilson manifested itself, and that was 
what was meant bythe expression, I cam; 
soon,’’ in the note addressed to Madame Wii- 
son on Saturday. Shortly after making her 
confession 
‘ MRS. WILLIAMSON DIED. 

Dr. Carey informed Caroner Carrick of the 
sffuir, and that official set about apprehend- 
ing the prisoner. 

The relatives of the dead woman are highly 
respectable people, and they are terribly 
downcast at the horrible affair. Mrs. Wil- 
liamson’s brother isso afflicted that he will 
not be able to attend the inquest, which will 
be held to-day at 10 o’clock a. m. 

Dr. Carey made a post-mortem examination 
of the body of Mrs. Williamson and found un- 
doubted evidence of the useof an iastru- 
ment. 

DOCUMENTS. 

Among the package of letters {found in 
Madame Wilson’s house were numerous ap- 
peals from women and girls to restore to them 
the affections of husbands and sweethearw 
who had wandered or proven dilatory in 
muh ing love. Nearly all spoke of money en- 
closed. 

There was a letter from Madame Wilson’s 
mother, of Washington. It vegan by Dear - 
est Dauchter, “ and, after s;eaking of some 
family affairs of no interest to outsiders, cou- 
cluded as follows: 

„Pr. becarefful wen you doctor ladys not 
to bring your self in notruble for if you was 
to do it wood take all weave got to get von 
out and for the sake of yeur dear children be 
verry carfful not to go to far. MOTHUER.’’

A REMARKABLE CAREER. 


Sold in Marriage, Sold into Slavery, 
and the Krad is a Pauper’s Death. 
[From the Chicago Times.] 


Readers of the Times will remember that, 
something over two weeks ago, Officer Taylor, 
of the West Madison Street Station, found a 
negress named Nellie Jones dead, on a miser- 
able cot in a hovel at No. 64 School street, and 
that her body was turned over tothe coun:y 
undertaker and buried in Potter’s field. The 
alias Nellie Jones“ completely di-guised a 
woman with a remarkable history, aud a 
diligent Times reporter succeeded in un- 
earthing the more striking features of her 
life. 

Years ago, perhaps im the early part of 
1850, James Mink, a colored man, educated 
above the average, sturted a line of stage 
coaches in Canada, and elso opened a livery 
stable at Toronto. Fortune smiled on his et- 
forts, and before long he could count bis gold 
by the hundred thousands. He lived in a 
beautiful suburb callea Richmond Hill, and, 
with a wife and a daughter, then about fifteen 
years of age, was as happy asa monarch. His 
daughter, Minnie, a prepossessing girl, was 
given the best education the laad could af- 
ford, and atthe age of twenty there were few 
so accomplished as she. Ilichly educated 
colored men being few in Canada, 
the futher conceived the notion of marrying 
his daughter to a white man; ands knowing 
that no Caucasian under ordinary circum- 
etances was willing to take a negro for a wife, 
the old gentieman offered as an inducement 
the sum of $20,000, to be paid to any respecta- 
ble white man who would accept the hand of 
bis daughter. Among those to hear of the 
ober was one James Andrews, aun E iglish- 
man, who at that time, 1857, was driving a 
cab at Kingston, and, being possessed of a 
fair education and geateel appearance, pre- 
sented himself before the father aud asked the 
hand of his daughter. He was accepted, was 
mairied the foliowiog year, and reccived the 
fullamount offered by Mr. Mink. He sug- 
gested a wedding trip to his wife’s home in 
Virginia, and, well prepared for a long bridal! 
tour, they set out together. All went pleas- 
auth uvtil Norfolk was reached, aud here the 
unfeeling husband deliberately sold his wife 
to a planter for $1,500, and puttiog that aad his 
original present together, sailed away to the 
vid country. 

After many months the old father in Toron- 
to was made aware of the fact that his dauzh- 
ter bad been sold asa slave in Norfolk, and 
proceedings were coumenced to recover ber. 
Sir Llenry Bulwer, at that time British Consul 
at Norfolk, was siccessful,afier iatinite trou- 
ble, in securing her release, returuiog the 
planter bis $1,500. She reached home broken- 
hearted, weary, and suffering ia mind and 
lx dy, and for many weeks was conſined tothe 
bouse. As soon us she was able to move she 
left home and visited Eimira, N. V., where 
she remained for some time, seeming to have 
lost all love for home and its surroundings. 

About thistime the Grand Trunk Ruilroad 
pushing its way through the Dominion broke 
up the stage line, and one misfortune after 
anotber gradually reduced the old man until 
there remained but a few thousand dollars. 
Minnie became wayward, it is claimed, and, 
being unusaliy beautiful for a colored woman, 
was able to get along very easily. Sae floated 
about from one city to ano ber under the alias 
of Nellie Jones, finally bringing up on the 
West Side, taking asmall cottage and paving 
tor it by dome laundry work. It was here 
that she died. The daughter of wealth, the 
slave, the pauper. 

Once she came to the notice of the police. 
It was wben she was induced to “squeal”? on 
some parties who had robbed a (terman of 
$50U, and she revealed the hiding place of $200 
of the stolen sum. That, so far as known, 
constituted ber criminal career. She was 
good-looking, even in her old age, was very 


light-colored, with regular features and bear- 


ly teeth. She was pleasant in demeanor, and 
in ber conversation showed her superior edu- 
cation. Her neighbors ‘always thought there 
was something strange about Miss Jones, 
but they never penetrated her secret. 


ONE YEAR’S EXPERIENCE. 


A Singular History Which was Told to 
a Census Enumerator. 
[From the Louisville Courier-Journal. } 


A remarkable case was noted by a city enu- 
merator in collecting the death statistics for 
thetwelve months preceding the enumera- 
tion. After getting all the facts from a widow 
as te the number, age, sex, etc., of her family, 
he inquired if any deaths had occurred with- 
inthe past year She replied that she had 
lost ber mother and two husbands within that 
time, snd made the following statement: She 
bad been married twice, had separated from 
ber first husband, obtained a divorce and 
mariixd again.

But tbe Y arrived sooner 
ban she expected it to, and was sent directly 
to the house before she was notified of its ar- 
rival. Her mother was sweeping when the 
hearse backed — to the door, and on seeing 
ber devehbter making arrangements to receive 
it, she knew that somethiog had happened 
whicb bad been kept from her, and. going to 
her daughter, she asked what had happened. 
She was told of the death of her son-in law, 
end witbout uttering a word, she fell 
to the floor a corpse, and toe remains 
of the motber and husband were placed 
ride by side in the room uaotil the hour 
arrived for the funeral, when they were con- 
ve yed to the cemetery and buried close to- 
gether. About an hour after she returned 
home from the double funeral a messenger 
os me to ber from her first husband. saviog 
that he was dying io the City Hospital and 
desired to see her before be died. She hur- 
ried to the horpital, but before she reached 
bis bedside his spirit had flown, and be, too, 
was dead. She had his remain« removed from 
the hospital to her house, ordered another

The Receiver of the St. Louis Mutual Fire Ins. 
Co. Relieved from Duty —Other

The Belcher Sugar Refining Company con- 
tinued their war against the St. Louis Eleva- 
tor Company, for possession of a certain por- 
tion of the wharf northof Biddle street, this 
morning. Their suit, which involves the 
right of the city to lease certain ground on 
the improved portion of said wharf, located 
between Ashley and Bates streets, to the St. 


Louis Elevator Co., with the right to erect a 
warehouse thereon, occupied Judge Lindley's 
attention during the entire morning. 

Mr. Joyce testified that the proposed erec- 
tion of the buildings would not interfere with 
the waterpipe ofthe Refining Company, and 
that the river at that polat was so thrown 
against the western bank that the Government 


dykeran out from Brooklyn street on

The space be- 
tween the exchange building and the others 
will be 32 1-2 feet. Itis to be tesselated, and

The arched entrances from 
the four streets will be hand- 


somely constructed and ornamented with 
r in stone. The buildings will 
all be finished in the most complete style and 
with all modern improvement. It is a grand 
sebeme, and the building, if taken in hand by 
a stock company, as is proposed, will be one 
of =e most conspicuous of St. Louis’ orna- 
ments.
